Nearly 4lKkooo Arrivals In Canada. 

Ollicij] statistics recenUy publish. 
Id at Ottawa show that during the 
Bine months^ from April i to De- 
cember 31, last year, 334,083 immi- 
grants arrived in Clanada, il3,7a3 
being from the IJniicd States, the 
remainder coming in hy ocean 
ports, from Britain and ail other 
countries. 

These figures shovv an' increase of 
X4 per cent., as compared- with tbe 
number of arrfvals in the corre- 
sponding months of 1911, which 
were 185,151, and- 107,3(15 from the 
United States, malting a total for 
the nine months period, last year, 
of 29?,5t6 persons. 

Towards this increasing total The 
Salvation Army has, of course, con- 
tributed a very consideiablo nam- 
bcr, its chief aim having been, as 
previously, to hrin^ out people who 
are most likely to make healthy, 
happy, and ' prosperous settlcm. in 
the changed conditions of the new 
country. In this v.-ay it has spe- 
cially encouraged the emigration of 
farm labourers, domestic servants 
and wives and children and hus- 
bands and fathers who had already 
settled in the Dominion. Its plans 
for the approaching season' work 
arc well in hand, and there is little 
doubt that the number of people 
with whom our Officers will deal 
dunng the prcscnt-jcar will exceed 
last year's figure.
